Dear Governor Palin: 



Thank you for your letter of April 18 inviting the Legislature to attend three days of 
presentations by members of your gas pipeline team on May 28-30 in Anchorage. We truly 
appreciate your interest in getting substantial Information and data in the hands of 
legislators in advance of any decision we will be called upon to make in regard to AGIA. 



As you know, the series of presentations you have scheduled wraps up a mere three days 
before we are called to convene in Juneau in special session on this same subject. In 
light of this short timeframe, I have determined that it would not be prudent to pay 
travel and per diem for House members to come from butside Anchorage to attend the 
presentations. I believe it would be a more appropriate use of state resources to simply 
have the members attend the presentations once they begin in Juneau after we convene on 
June 3. So I am requesting that you have your AGIA group make the same presentation to 
the House during the first four days of the special session when all the members will be 
in Juneau. If members living in the Anchorage or Mat-Su area want to take the Anchorage 
presentations, I would certainly encourage them to do so. 



I am looking forward to working with you and your gas pipeline team as we move forward on 
the AGIA process. It is imperative that we do all we can to support any and all proposals 
that can realistically lead to the construction of a viable gas pipeline to commercialize 
our North Slope natural gas resources - Alaska' s economy depends on it. 



Please let me know if you have any guestions regarding this policy decision, or if I can 
do anything else to help you prepare for a successful special session.

I said I had to do my best to maintain the integrity of the department as an institution that tries to follow the 
law consistentty and not because ft (s popular and they seemed to respect that concept However, they clearly do 
want a change. 1 will take any new opinion and form a committee of staff to revisit the issue and then advise you 
if we are going to alter our position.

I just finished a meeting with Mr. Biegel and Mr. Minery of the Alaska Family 
Coali'tion on the home school and state funding issues. Mr. Tibbles, I let them know you 
were sorry you could not attend today as planned. Mr. Biegel and Mr. Minery are not happy 
with the Nordstrand memo and the Board of Education proposals which say that state 
certif ication of religious materials that meet secular content guidelines is not 
permitted. They believe the Dept. of Law ia wrong. They believe they can generate a 
contrary legal opinion and are willing to get one at their own expense. I said that I 
would be happy to review another opinion and compare it internally with my staff for a 
reassessment. They said they could get it to me. They will be seeking a national 
attorney that works for the Family Coalition. I said I could promise no changes in our 
policy but that I would be happy to compare and consider whether changes were appropriate 
after I had seen a contrary opinion. 

The meeting was friendly enough, however, Biegel and Minery both made a point of 
stating that they were from groups representing thousands of voters who are keenly focused 
on this issue. 

I said I had to do my best to maintain the integrity of the department as an 
institution that tries to follow the law consistently and not because it ie popular and 
they seemed to respect that concept. However, they clearly do want a change. i will take 
any new opinion and form a committee of staff to revisit the issue and then advise you if 
we are going to alter our position.

As you will note, Secretary Kerapthorne is proposing a regulation that would allow visitors 
to national parks and wildlife refuges to carry firearms if state law permits this.

INTERIOR: Proposed gun rule would align federal parks with state laws (04/30/2008)

Visitors to national parks and national wildlife refuges would be allowed to carry guns if 
doing so is permitted in the states those lands are in, according to a proposed rule 
opened for public comment earlier today. 



The proposed rule would allow visitors to possess, carry and transport concealed, loaded 
and operable firearms in these federal lands, but only in the sarae manner allowed to 
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visitors of atate parks or state wildlife management areas. 



The Interior Department said the proposed rule change is intended to clear up conflicting 
regulations between states and the federal government that may make it difficult to 
regulate firearma in these protected lands. In 61 park units that allow hunting, firearms 
are governed by state laws . 



"The safety and protection of park and refuge visitors remains a top priority for the 
Department of the Interior," Interior Secretary Dirk Kempthorne said in a statement. "The 
proposed regulations will incorporate current state laws authorizing the possession of 
concealed firearms, while continuing to maintain important provisions to ensure visitor 
safety and resource protection." 



Kempthorne ordered the department to review its regulations in February after 51 senators 
sent a pair of letters to the secretary claiming the policies were confusing and could 
conflict with the second Amendment rights of gun owners. 



interior's gun rules were established in the 19308 to bar poaching. They were araended in 
1983 to allow unloaded firearms to be carried in parks and refuges. 



Several park, conservatlon and law enforcement groups have come out against revisiting the 
rules, calling it the result of a National Rifle Association-backed campaign to water down 
such regulations. 



"This is purely and simply a politically driven effort to solve a problem that doesn't 
exist, n said Bill Wade, chairman of the Coalition of National Park Service Retirees. 
"There are no existing data that suggest any public interest to be gained by allowing 
visitors to parks to possess concealed handguns." 



Those groups said the proposed rule would only add to confusion because mahy national 
parks and wildlife refugea span multiple states that may have different firearm laws for 
state-protected lands. 



The public comment period on the proposed rule change ends June 30.
